_ FISH WITH BEAKS. 


There are, a8 the old saw says, as 
Many remarkable fish In the sea as 


. fever came out of it, but none more!’ 


so than ‘the equid or cuttlefish. 
These peculiar denizens of the deep 
are members of the Octopus family, 
with feelers and suckers complete. 
The beautiful Nautilus shell also 
houses an occupant similar to. the 

pus. ‘These.fish have one effec- 
tive means of defence in their ink 
pouch. 

If Mr,' Octopus should see some 
other member of the fish tribe com- 
ing towards’ him with apparent. in- 
tentions relative to supper, he: {m- 
mediately emits a stream of jet- 
black Hquid, behind which he in- 
variably makes good his escape. 

Another peculiar feature of the 
Octopus family is that they’ all 
posbess a strong black beak which 
is very similar to a parrot’s. Pro- 
bably they are the only other crea- 
turea, apart from.a parrot or cocka- 
too which have a beak ike those 
birds, 

The wily Octopus has eight mbs 
—or, rather, feelera—each one with 
two rows of suckers on it. 

If an Octopus should lose one 
arm or portion of it in an encounter 
; With some crab whose nippers were 
| too long or sharp, he doesn’t worry, 
because not only has he séven left, 
but the abbreviated arm is soon re- 
placed by another. 

. The Cuttlefish boasts a. thick 
white back or shell, portions of 
which: many of you have doubtless 
seen cast up on the seashore. 
Amazing as it-may seem, these. fish 
can propel themselves backwards, at 
quite a good pace, by Dlowlag: alr 
,or ‘water out of the white, fleshy bag 
in which the ink is secreted through 
a tube into ‘ the water, and thus
